It cannot properly 
be withheld under any of the guidelines. Thereafter, I hope you 
will see fife to read the entire Ferrle file. Such documents can 
not longer he suppressed merely on whim or in the belief that 
proper access to them will embarrass the government - or on raw 
power alone.
